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“ THE IRREPRESSIBLE NEGRO! ” 


The Negro is indeed Irrepressible. The phrase 
first used in mockery or in pique; but it had too 
deep a foundation in the nature of things American 
to pass away with the momentary emotion that first 
prompted it. The slave has utterly refused to be 
winked out of sight, winked we never so doggedly. 
The moment we opened our eyes for the necessary 
purposes of vision, there stood the Negro before 
as unexercisable as Banquo’s ghost. This we have 
found to be the'case at all the successive stages of our 
history, and never more truly so than now 
matter of slavery was to he kept out of view, 
statesmanlike way of dispatching the business wo had 
in hand. The rebellion was to be crushed, the seced¬ 
ing States to be whipped into Submission, the good 
old Constitution with all its works was to reattach 
again at the cud of the fight, and everything was to 
go on just as it had before it begun. The President 
took especial pains to putaside the Negro, who would 
persist in thrusting himself into the very first para¬ 
graph of the Inaugural, by assuring him that he would 
be sent back into slavery, if he tried to get away from 
it, just as loyally by a Republican as by a Democratic 
Administration. Every time the President had any 
dealings with the Rebels, he had to give the irrepres¬ 
sible Negro a hit over the head to try and make him 
take it out of the way of the negotiations. Every 
asseveration that the government designed no inter¬ 
ference with Southern property, meant him, and him 
only. But it was all in vain. The more he was 
ordered to get out of the way, the more he wouldn’t, 
and, finally, he it Was that made Jeff. Davis President 
of the Confederacy, and fired the first gun at Sumter, 
and caused all the wholesome confusion whiob it has 
excited throughout the land. • 

And When the civil war was recognized as an exist¬ 
ing fact by the government, the Negro was desired to 
keep himself out of sight. The only object of the 
hostilities, which the overt act of treason committed 
by the Confederates had made necessary, was, to 
reet«.blish,the goqd old state of thiugs, under which 
the slaveholders would still govern the nation and 
control the nominations, while the North was to be 
secured in the privilege of catching aud restoring 
their evading chattels and keeping them in subjection, 
should they show any uneasiness in their chains. 
Gen. Butler, with the instinct of a well-trained Demo¬ 
crat, imperfectly modified by military and legal edu¬ 
cation, was the first to drag the Negro from the dark 
corner to which he had been relegated and make him 
the most prominent figure on the scene. Seizing upon 
the occasion of an absurd ruffior of an insurrection of | 
slaves in Maryland, which no man knew better than 
he to be a moral, political and military impossibility, 
he offered the services of his Massachusetts 
suppress it. We say no man knew better than he 
the impossibility of any insurrection, in a State where 
the whites largely outnumber the blacks, which the 
neighborhood would not be perfectly competent to 
manage without the help of United States troops, 
because be is a man of more than average ability and 
intelligence.

But matters have probably gono too far for 
that, and it is most likely to be used as a means of ) 
sin 1 d it n Q iud increasing the animosity of the rebels 
against the government. The policy and the right of | 
the government to strike at the South through her 
slaves, as an offset to her attack on the North throuoii 
her commerce, is as perfect as any rights created by 
war. It is a right which the government must before 
long begin to consider, and to see in what way it had 
best be enforced.^ If the depredations of JeflLDavis’ 
pirates on Northern ships be carried on to any great 
extent, and, especially, if they be accompanied by any 
piratical cruelties, we shall see the classes that make 
up Northern public opinion taking that matter practi¬ 
cally in hand. Those classes have sustained the 
Slave Power up to April 14th, as a part of political 
and economical expediency. They are now supporting 
the government, and urging on the war against the 
slaveholders, on precisely the same grounds. When 
they see clearly that the only way in which the Slave 
Confederacy can be effectually assailed is through the 
slave system on which it is founded, we do not appre¬ 
hend any squeamishness as to the ways and means of | 
aiming the deadliest blows at its heart. Events have 
been growing mightier and mightier ever since they 
turned their march in the direction they are now 
taking, and we do not believe that their tread will be 
less imperial and their Sway less despotic, until they 
have done their work. 

The question as to what will be done with these 
escaping slaves, in case the war should end without 
emancipation, must be one of-the most difficult of the 
many perplexities which will then call for disentan¬ 
glement. We trust that the public sentiment of the 
North will be too well educated by that time to 
endure the idea of delivering them over to torture, 
exile or death, as an expiatory sacrifice to the Slave 
Power. Should the contest end without emancipation, 
this part of the difficulty will probably be adjusted 
by the simple intermediation of dollars and cents. 
But it is yet too soon to perplex ourselves with its 
discussion. We will rejoice that the necessities of 
war have reduced .Gen. Butler to the extremity of 
being a harborer and protector of fugitive slaves. 
We will hope that its growing needs will compel the 
nation to take John Quincy Adams’s counsel and 
abolish slavery altogether by the armed hand and j 
the edge of the sword. It is the only settlement 
which can be enduring, and the only way in which 
sensitive politicians can rid themselves of the eternal 
intrusion of the Iirepressible. 


THE COMING O UT OF DEMONS.

Grant Hint it is the sport] 
of devils, as no doubt it is; did it create the devils t 
What ingredient of the pit can you find in it, what 
quality of fire and brimstoue, what substances of bar¬ 
barism, violence, rage, vindictiveness, cruelty, treachery, 
thirst of blood, that you cannot find in the state of 
things that preceded it and furnished the material that 
composed it? War shows us the. demons coming out of 
the nation; but no-demons are likely to come out that 
were not first in.

Physi¬ 
cians tell its that a minute portion of the small-pox

tingling sore throat, swelled Unices, hoarseness, cough, 
salivation, difficulty of breathing; in tho third stage, 
inflamed swellings, pneumonia, pleurisy, inflammation 
of the brain, ophthalmia, erysipelas.

It is almost too much to hope that this may he the 
last outbreak; it is almost too much to hope that the 
Christ within the nation will stand up and say to this 
demon of slavery, “ I charge thee, come out, and enter 
no more into Mm.” But, oh! if it might he so, if it 
might indeed he so, that henceforth we should be no 
plagued and crushed by this malignant demon; 
we should he a nation without a slave code or a 
slave bill, a slave market or a slave interest, a slave 
plantation or a slave hut, we would not quarrel with 
the smell of brimstone, or the howling, or the lurid 
flames, wMch told us of the fiend’s departure through 
4 . We would not complain that the effort to 
out the enemy left us panting, wounded, and 
half dead on the ground; for then we should be sure 
tho heavenly hand would raise us up on our feet again, j 
and restore us to a right and noble and happy mind | 
But alas! this kind goeth out only by prayer and fast¬ 
ing, and it may well be doubted if these have yet done 
their work in preparing us to exorcise so terrible 
monster. Jf they have not, we must wait, only being 
that, in a system healthy as ours, each additional 
spasm will he one step nearer our deliverance. But 
God grant the volcano may he allowed to do its whole 
saving work—that the gaping crater may not be pre¬ 
maturely closed by cartloads of compromise, for if the 
disease, too suddenly checked, should strike inward to 
the heart, we should be lost. 

You see, my friends, that I am determined to take 
the most hopeful and cheerful view of Providence. As 
the central fires of the earth burn low, the volcanic 
eruptions become less frequent aud less terrible, and are 
choked with their own ashes.

especially, out of the present struggle, we earnestly recom¬ 
mend to the Churches and to all praying people, that they 
observe a concert of prayer for the enslaved, and for our 
country, on the third Sabbath evening or third Monday 
evening of each month of the year. 

Rev. Dr. Blanchard, President of Wheaton College, 
Illinois, offered a short prayer, and then preached from 
Psalm xciv. 20 : “ Shall the throne of iniquity have fel¬ 
lowship with Thee, which frametli mischief by a law 
The subject of the discourse was, God the author of law. 

The speaker said tMs Society regards slaveholding 
a throne of iniquity. The Society is to oppose slavery 
till it is destroyed. TMs is to he done by associating 
the Churches of tMs country in a contest with slavery. 
This is necessary, for the press and the pulpit of tho 
South are unanimous in defiance of slavery, and many 
apologists are found at the North. Prominent among 
is Dr. Rice of New York, who received some 
attention from the speaker, as a representative of a 
class of erring Christians. Dr. Leonard Bacon was 
also referred to as representative of another class of 
mistaken men. Dr. Bacon would retain the slaveholder 

. Christian fellowsMp, which is plainly wrong. 

The preacher then explained the system of Hebrew 
servitude, and claimed that it could not be quoted in 
defence of the system of iniquity which our country 
upholds. The Hebrew bondman was not a slave in the 
dire significance of the word at the present day. He 
gained by circumcision all the rights of the Hebrew 
citizen. There was also provision for the extinction 
of the system, and Dr. Barnes rationally supposes that 
Savior might not have met a slave in Palestine 
during all his life. The speaker argued further that 
the New Testament Churches were not slaveholding 
Churches. 

The sermon 


followed by the reading of a letter 
from Rev. Wm. Goodell, of The Principia, New York, 
who recommended that “the Church of the Puritans, 
and its absent Pastor, Rev. Dr. Cheever, receive at tliis 
sympathies and prayers of the Church 
Anti-Slavery Society. Not that any new or strange 
thing has happened to them, more than to scores, if not 
hundreds of others, within the last twenty-five years," 
but that tliis, the latest instance, and, considering ,tlie 
jcircumsfitnocs, and the central position of the perse¬ 
cuted, one of the most remarkable and most audacious, 
deserves, at this time, particular attention, and should 
he remembered and have a place in tho Mstory of these 
wonderful times.”

made good of South-side Adams and the senior Pastor 
of the Old South marching shoulder to shoulder with 
William Lloyd Garrison. 

Lewis Tappan said that there was constant progress 
in the anti-slavery cause. This cause stands better 
to-day than over before. The speaker was afraid there 
would he peace before the war had done its work. The 
insults wMch the South heap upon the North 
most pleasing items of news that lie reads in these days. 
These insults will spur up the North to their duty. lie 
hoped the rebels would not back down till the work of 
liberating the slaves was done. He feared that the 
action of the North was occasioned by an insult to 
flag, and not by love to the slave and the spirit of the 
gospel. He hoped that President Lincoln would pro¬ 
claim liberty to all the slaves in the country, and that 
he might live as long as Methuselah to enjoy 
These were glorious days. God was moving, and 
Gen. Butler was at last converted. He had cor¬ 
responded with Gov. Andrew in reference to the Gen¬ 
eral’s returning slaves in Maryland, and His Excellency 
informed liim that lie had told Gen. B. it was a great 
military blunder, and must not be repeated. And 

learn by telegraph that Bntler refuses to return 
fugitives, and declares them contraband of 
received every insult and aggression of the South upon 
the North witli joy, because it gave strength to tho 
anti-slavery sentiment. When 20,000 of our young 
have been slain, the North will understand what they 
fighting for, and his prayer was that war may con¬ 
tinue till the North is converted. If Everett and Dr. 
Adams were South, they would ho Secessionists—it is 
the flag they now care -for, not the slave ; when the 
first-born of every family shall have been slain, people 
will then say it is best to let the slaves go. 

Mr. Fee said he approved the resolution. The people

Another resolution of the series quotes at length from 
the celebrated speech of John Quincy Adams in 1842 
and declares with confidence that in the order of Divine 
Providence the time has come for the people and tiie 
government to avail themselves of tiie rights of the wai 
power, as argued by Jolm Quincy Adams, and to declare 
or emancipation, as tho only means of averting 
the horrors of a wide-spread and most bloody servile 
insurrection. 

Rev. Elnathan Davis, of Fitchburg, spoke to the reso¬ 
lutions—mainly to tho first, in reference to Gen. Butler 
and, then in regard to tho time-serving of ministers and , 
of the religious press, 

Rev. A. F. Bailey, of Marlboro, regarded the war as an 
old affair after all; it lmd been smouldering for an 
entire generation- for thirty years, if not more, it lias 
been waging; and if it lie not a war against slavery, we 
construe it to be such by our faith in the God who ruietli 
tiie hearts of princes and law-givers. Tho Church, ho 
held, had been, thus far, the bulwark of slavery.

The Love Feast I 
of the Methodists, attended, as my Advertiser told me, I 
by the Rev. Messrs. High and Loud, seems to have H 
borne the nearest approach to that material pasturage H 
whereto the sheep are commonly ticketed on anniver- H 
sary solemnities ; and here we may hope that the Com- I 
missariat did itself full justice. The carnal jollities of I 
these meetings are heat dispensed witli; and we hope I 
the good precedent will be followed in less vivid times. I 
Earnest men, working in love and self-denial, are poorly I 
quickened by dance or dinner. Then there are certain I 
tendencies of our fallen natures which the wise would jf 
do well to respect. We New Englanders like to believe I 
a divinity which doth hedge our ministers; and this I 
is somewhat diminished (unreasonably I grant) after I 
one has heard them demanding pickles or calling for I 
gravy at the Socinian refection.

Events of importance loom up in toe distance. We 
are, before long, to have some fighting in the enemy’s 
country. What effect will this fighting have upon the 
slaves ? What will he toe result of the first battle ? I 
take it, from Scott’s known caution, that he will not 
lose a battle, having the complete advantage in numbers 
as well as equipment. There are now over 40,000 men 
here under arms, and in case of an attack from any one 
quarter, 30,000 could participate in toe fight. The Vir¬ 
ginians cannot bring over 15,000 men upon us at any 
point within twenty miles of this city. If there is to he 
a battle at Manassas Junction, Gen. Scott will not make 
the attack with less than 20,000 men, and will take it. 
By this success Harper’s Ferry will fall into our pos¬ 
session, and its rebel army become our prisoners, 
unless they previously evacuate it. 

Meantime, Gen. Butler is planning an advance move¬ 
ment upon the enemy in toe region of Norfolk. The 
nature of the movement is kept a secret, hut it is fully 
believed here that ere long there will he an overwhelm¬ 
ing demonstration upon Norfolk, and, perhaps, on Rich¬ 
mond. Butler is evidently uneasy for another brilliant 
advance. He has been quiet for two or three weeks, 
and must make a noise in toe newspapers again. This 
is his weak point as a military commander. He is in 
great danger of committing a blunder and losing a bat¬ 
tle. Let him but lose one battle through any fault of 
Ins; and he may as well return to Boston. The fact 
that he must ho aware of tois will perhaps, save him 
from any recklessness.

discussion of slavery, while they reason freely on all 
the doctrines of the Christian faith. 

The Abolitionists have broken up this immoral 
quiet. They have denounced the priest at the altar, 
the Supreme, judge upon the bench, the statesman in 
legislative halls, the professor in his college. They 
have held up to American society tho mirror of truth 
in which it had refused to see itself, and snatched 
away the veil with which the god Mammon disguised 
himself to his innumerable worshippers. No one 
found favor with them, from the moment of becoming 
an accomplice of Southern despotism. They spared 
the truth neither to Daniel Webster, who, a traitor to 
the cause of the North, died of disappointment on 
failing to reap the fruit of his treason; nor to Edward 
Everett, formerly ambassador to the Court of St. 
James, and Corresponding Member of the Institute of 
France—a great orator, of distinguished parts, but 
docile to the South, and ready to hide all its iniquity 
with the great words of “ Union " and “ Constitution,” 
and with the popular names of the noble founders of 
the republic. They saw that, in face of so many hos¬ 
tile and allied interests, they had but one means of 
wrestling with advantage—to undertake, namely, to 
spread their idea of abolishing slavery in the name 
of all tho high principles of justice and human 
liberty, to create moral agitations to awaken men’s 
consciences and regenerate their souls. 

Nothing more clearly proved the necessity of this 
moral revolution to which they devoted themselves as 
to a new apostlcsliip, than the persecutions their 
cause had to sustain. With that perspicacity of 
which the South has always given proof, she instantly 
recognized that the Abolitionists were the true, the 
most dangerous enemies of her policy. At a period 
when the nanio of Garrison was hardly known in the 
North, the Legislature of Georgia set a price on his 
head. A known Abolitionist, for twenty years past, 
could venture into the slave States only at the risk of 
his life; and even in the North, what indignities, 
what insults, what persecutions have they not had to 
endure! Nothing could discourage them; neither' 
contempt, nor injury, nor ruin, nor universal hostility. 
This history of what has been sometimes called tlie 
age of anti-slavery martyrdom, is not enough known 
in Europe. It teaches that the final consequence of 
the system of slavery is the loss of all liberty and 
security to tbe whites themselves. Freedom of assem¬ 
blage, personal liberty, liberty of the press—all 
rights, in fine, are violated, from tbe moment they are 
openly exercised in favor of a cause hostile to the 
all-powerful interest of the planters.

This young lady, on the 4th day of May, A.D. 1861, 
at Piney Grove, Alabama, “ on the occasion of a pub¬ 
lic gathering,” read a patriotic poem, which is pub¬ 
lished in The Athens Banner. This production began 
in this spirited way: “ Ladies, give me your attention. 
Hear me speak my mind, About the sad condition, 
Of our glorious native land. In this impending crisis, 
We should do whate’er we can, If only to encourage 
The brave and gallant men.” This is really a beauti¬ 
ful beginning. The whole subject is succinctly s tated, 
just as Virgil announces in his first line that he means 
to sing “ arras and the man ”; just as Homer begins 
with ‘-Achilles’s wrath,” and Milton with “ Man's dis¬ 
obedience.” As a woman, the fair Leatherwood will 
“ speak her mind.” As a woman, God bless her! she 
will speak it “ to encourage the men.” “ With fainting 
heart,” so the lovely Leatherwood truly observes, “ we 
never can keep our freedom. Then let us do our 
part ” ; and then what follows ? Why, “ then the 
monster Lincoln Never can subdue, And cause us to 
give up, What to us is due.” Certainly not. By no 
manner of means.

We would respectfully suggest to H. E. Jefferson 
Davis that after he has finished “ ett'ectuatmg a loan, 
he should proceed to curb, restrain,mitigate, and even 
silence tbe Bards of the Confederacy. We do not mean 
our dear Leatherwood, who is the best of the class, 
but the others, whose poetry is principally a cross 
between Lucy Long and Doctor Watts. “Good 
whiskey ” said a Western Judge in charging a jury, 
“is favorable as the Court knows from personal 
experience, to ’health and longevity; but for such a 
miserable article as this, tbe plaintiff cannot recover. 
Good poetry, say we, is favorable to revolutions and 
even rebellions; but these Southern songs, at least 
such of them as have greeted our admiring eye, can 
only make the Confederacy ludicrous. Where s 
Simms? Why slumbers his lofty lyre? Where’s 
Paul Bayne, who used to come all the way to wicked 
Boston for a publisher? Where s—but, really, we 

oannot think of anybody else. 

Lord Macaulay went to the ballad treasures of 
England with great success for the illustration of 
manners and of popular feeling. What a figure the 
Confederacy will cut when future historians unearth 
the Leatherwood ballads 1 Men will say: These 
verses are vainglorious, vulgar, illiterate, coarse, 
revengeful worthy of second-class, unworthy of first- 
class savages. This will not be the verdict of any 
man, but of criticism itself, from the judgment of 
which there can be no appeal. And for criticism there 
will be ample material. We have m our possession 
a tolerable range of collection of these Southern 
“poems,” carefully culled and unmistakably identi¬ 
fied ; and when it passes from our hands it shall go 
where it will be preserved, and where, one hundred 
years hence, it will be read by antiquarians, histo¬ 
rians and philosophers. The little Leatherwood goes 
into the sheaf to-day. Others will follow. Whether 
we conquer or are conquered, we mean that posterity 
shall know, at least, who wrote the best poetry. The 
Bancroft of the twentieth century shall smile upon 
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
